SHOCKING CRUBLIT TO ANIMALS, 
The hardships put upon: sheep aud goats 
ken on board at Shanghai by some of the 
vessels on: tho phaughai-Canton ‘ran, ~ oie 
‘Hongkong,-ere a. shocking, almost incredible 
scandal.

A visit to one of the steamers lying alony- 
sido o wharf at Prayo ‘West .was enough to 
raiso thu indignation of anyono, ~Huddled, up in 
roughly constructed pens, bounded on one side 
by. two Tong bamboos eightoon inches or so - 
Spart, lashed athwart tho atanchiong ‘oupporting — 
tho bulwarks—this made fa feoding-trongh—, 
and bounded ou the other sides by planks, the 
onimals ivore o picture of misery. So close 
were thoy packed that, in {ho sea of filth 
besmeared wool—thore was no bofing, ‘and 
the. pens. had nover beon cluaned—it was simply 
impossiblo to count the, beasts. Some of thom 
had their heads protradiag between the planks 
of the enclosure; s0-tightly were they. pressed. 
that they were unabdle to extrio stg thomeelves. 
Many had their heads jammed undor the bellies 
of othors. Hundred of animals were so tightly 
Packed that it would havo beon impossible for 
all of them to lio down. There ida whisper that 
recent arrivals from Shanghai have lost large 
quantities of sheep on the voyages ono, indecd, 
had a mortality of about 50 por cont. When 
one of the-vessels was moored alongside at 
Hongkong, nota vestige of food was to be soon 
ear the pous; ns for wator, it seemod incon - 
caifable how the animals were supplied. A goat 
waa gnawing thoside ofa pon ;o sheep greedily 
devoured o little ries accidentally dropped 
Within bead-roach. Cattle somotimes undargo a 
short fast pravious to slaughter; this, however, 
ig-an unnecassaty hardship for shoop.and jroats, 
From ‘a sanitary point of view, moreover, it is 
questionable whethor this fearful strain put upon 
theze shoep is ‘conducive 4o improving the meat.
